TOYNBEE AND THE FUTURE 
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HIS GREAT EPIC ABOUT WESTERN MAN IS ALSO A SYMPTOM OF HIS HERO'S PROBLEM 


Of the many eminent Europeans who come and go from our 
shores these days—Adenauer, Mendés-France, the queen 
mother, Spaak, etc.—the one who may leave the longest 
track on history is not in politics. He is the scholar-prophet- 
poet Arnold J. Toynbee, whose mammoth Study of History 
(Lire, Feb. 23, 1948) is now complete in 10 volumes and 
3,150,000 words after half a lifetime’s work. While the hard- 
breathing statesmen of the London conference consider their 
next moves in the defense of Western civilization; while 
the Russians start another great softening up of We 
opinion for tactical purposes of their own; while armies drill, 
coolies sweat, children multiply, preachers go on TV, rockets 
are staged, psychoanalysts thrive and vast economies roar or 
sputter, this pale lone Briton has attempted to fix the whole 
panorama of our civilization in an intelligible relationship to 
all that has preceded it, and even to discern what is to come. 

Americans who made Toynbee a best seller in 1947 are 
generally familiar with his themes of how civilizations rise and 
fall: challenge and response, time of troubles, schism in the 
soul, disintegration, ete., all leading finally to the imperial 
peace of a Universal State. It was Toynbee more than any- 
one who transferred Western man’s attention (and with it a 
portion of his allegiance) from his parochial” nation- 
state to the larger unit of Western civilization. Toynbee now 
applies his historical tests to the prospects of this Western 
civilization. He finds within it all the symptoms of break- 
down and judges us to be on the eve of our Universal State. 

The shrinkage of distance and the invention of atomic 
weapons have “made it imperative to abolish war”; this 
requires a world monopoly of atomic weapons; and this 
means “an oecumenical government.” (In the past “Univer- 
sal States” like Rome were not really would 
be literally World Government.) The seat of this government 
“must be either Washington or Moscow.” A final fight, or 
“knock-out blow,” has been the usual route to a Universal 
State in past civilizations. But in our circumstances a “knock- 
out blow” would “precipitate the very catastrophe that all 
mankind [is] concerned to avert’—i.e., a general collapse 
of ¢ zation. 

Will the coming Universal State be ruled from Moscow or 
Washington? Toynbee says that in a free choice most people 
would prefer Washington because of American generosity 
and American rel these are not the quali- 
ties that will decide the issue; for it is above all a religious 
issue. And on the plane of religion the Communists, says 
Toynbee, have a definite edge.

Communism mankind to worship itself—its “collec- 
tive” self, alias Leviathan. But Western liberal humanism 
has a human idol too and it is a pipsqueak by compariso 
the individual. This individual was indeed saered when his 
Christian soul acknowledged the brotherhood of all souls un- 
der the fatherhood of God. But in the West the individual 
has become mere political man or economic man rather than 
religious man. Our modern “cult of civil liberty” is only “a 
faded vestige of an original Christian belief.” Actually today 
America and Europe are disposed to worship man rather than 
God. Thus, although Toynbee would like to see the Universal 
State organized around America rather than Russia he warns 
us that we are spiritually unprepared for the enterprise. 

!. The atom is by no means the only symptom of crisis in 
Toynbee’s diagnosis of the modern “post-Christian” world. 
Others range from the post-Napoleonic militarization of the 
world’s masses (conscription) to the growing problem of how 


industrial man shall use his leisure; and the list is inter- 
larded with a rehearsal of almost every argument that has 
ever bothered philosophers, from the Second Century heresy 
of Marcion to the predictability of the business cycle. When, 
after all these erudite fireworks, Toynbee finally places his 
own best bet for the political future, it comes as something 
of an anticlimax. He throws away the courage of his own in- 
tellectual conviction and utters platitudinous pleas for mu- 
tual forbearance between Washington and Moscow. Forget- 
ting all he has said about the atom and other forces for world 
unity, he urges that the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. divide the 
world into two Universal States: a proposition which the 
greater part of his analysis has proved to be unprecedented, 
if not absurd. 

In his practical advice to his fellow mortals, Toynbee can 
shallow and commonplace as the next pundit. But 
nothing shallow about the grand conclusion of his 
Study. He soars above our civilization as he has above all 
Indeed he has now lost interest in civiliza- 
tions as such; they are as transient as the obsolete nation- 
state; their rise and fall is like the revolving of chariot wheels, 
and the chariot is religion. If civilizations, including our 
own, have any purpose, it is to increase mankind’s knowledge 
of God. 
ce they began to get this drift of Toynbee’s, his crit- 
ics have hit him from two sides at once. The liberal human- 
ts attack his “presumption,” his “repudiation of rational- 
m,” his methods and his major themes, which they claim 
were preconceived and imposed on his material in advance. 
garrulity and hanky-panky are other charges, all with 
some substance. Yet all these liberal humanist criticisms 
cannot change the fact that Toynbee and his work are crown 
jewels of that same liberal humanist tradition. None of his 
rationalist critics is in the same class with him; indeed hu- 
man reason has seldom been employed to such exalted pur- 
pose as his, 


Far more serious are Toynbee’s Christian critics, some of 
whom, in footnotes and appendix, he debates with in his 
book. Toynbee calls his protagonist “post-Christian Western 
man,” who now faces the choice, “not whether he was to 
be religious ‘or irreligious but whether his spiritual alle- 
giance was to be given to this religion or that.” And the reli- 
gion Toynbee wants for a united world is not Christianity 
but a synthesis of the four extant higher religions—Chris- 
tianity, Hinduism, Islam and Buddhism—which he hopes 
will come to the joint worship of their already separately 
apprehended One True God. 

In America, where the Protestant tradition has always 
been eclectic and exploratory and men like Emerson have 
been in love with Buddha, this vision has considerable ap- 
peal. Yet eclecticism (a cafeteria of faiths) is on Toynbee’s 
own showing a symptom of decay; nor can a man discover or 
renew his own faith by an exaggerated respect for that of 
others. Toynbee is perhaps a symptom of his own age’s chief 
problem. From the chaos of history he has extracted not 
ultimate truth but a great poem, an epic about “man-in- 
process-of-civilization” whose quest is never done. But the 
most inspiring chapters in that epic are not chapters of hu- 
mility and endurance only, the virtues Toynbee recom- 
mends for our passage through “the straits ahead.” Great 
actions are now also required of us, and these must be in the 
service of a God whom men can not only believe in but 
utterly trust.

regions to the hot midriff of the equator, he has clustered miost 

thickly in those middle latitudes where the vagrant sun annually 
contrives the miracle of the seasons. It is here, in the so-called tem- 
perate regions, with their stimulating inconstancy of temperature, 
their alternation of summer languor and winter bite, that he has 
flourished most vigorously and evolved his most intricate societies. 
And it is here that nature has fashioned the loveliest of earth's adorn- 
ments—the ever-changing woodlands whose yearly cycle of death 
and renascence has evoked the wonder and gratitude of mankind since 
the first savage minstrel sang the first hymn to spring. 

Paradoxically, the temperate zones are not truly temperate at all. 
In deep winter they are recurrently gripped by cold almost as bitter 
as the breath of the Arctic, in deep summer they experience heat 
almost as intense as the shimmering fervors of the tropics. Hence 
all living things that have their abode within these middle latitudes 
must adapt themselves to antipodal climatic extremes. In the same 
way that the towering, forever green trees of the tropical rain for- 
est are products of unending summer, and the spiny, water-hoarding 
flora of the desert are creations of a parched and thirsty domain, so 
the well-loved woods that grace our homeland hills and valleys repre- 
sent a response to the excesses of a fickle climate. It is the annual 
rise and fall of the temperature that induces the bursting buds of 
spring, the lush leaf of summer, the gold and scarlet foliage of fall 
and winter’s barren boughs. 

The greatest environmental threat that these temperate zone 
woods must face is the physiological drought of winter, when freezing 
temperatures transmute water into ice, thus rendering it unavailable 
for use. To protect themselves in this hostile season they hibernate: 
they shed their leaves and enter a period of dormancy that endures 
until returning spring. Trees and plants that have developed this 
mechanism are called “deciduous”—from the Latin verb decidere, 
meaning “to fall off.” During the summer they demand huge quanti- 
ties of water; for their broad leaf surfaces constantly lose moisture 
which is evaporated directly from the living cells. Stripped of their 
leaves, however, deciduous trees become as impervious to drought 
as any desert cactus. Growth and assimilation virtually cease. The 
thick armor of bark on their trunks and boughs, the tough scales that 
envelop each bud provide immunity to desiccating winter winds. 

Almost all deciduous forests on earth lie in the Northern Hemi- 
sphere. South of the equator the continental land masses taper off 
into the sea at the latitudes where proper climatic conditions might 
prevail. But in the north three great bands of forest braid a green 
necklace around the globe. One reaches from the British Isles across 
Europe to western Asia. Another mantles portions of China, Korea 
and Japan. But the largest and richest deciduous forest in the world 
grows in the eastern U.S. Bounded on the north by the dark ever- 
greens of Canada and on the south by the subtropic vegetation of the 
Gulf states, the forest realm rolls westward to the wide prairies of

the continental heartland. Here the frontier between deciduous forest 
and grassland (the two dominant forms of vegetation in the U.S.) 
is limned by rain. Grasslands flourish where rainfall averages 10-30 
inches a year; deciduous forests require more than 30 inches. 

To the eye of urban man, who may casually agree with Vergil that 
“the woods please us above all things,” the green arcades of a leafy 
forest seem undiversified; one woodland glade looks much like any 
other. Yet in actuality the forest is a complex domain within which 
the botanist distinguishes many plant communities. Thus, although 
the chief components of the American forest are the oak, maple, 
beech, basswood, hickory, ash and elm, their relationships vary from 
place to place. The western edges of the forest are dominated by an 
oak-hickory association. Along the Canadian border deciduous, conif- 
erous and mixed forests alternate in a zone where northern and south- 
ern species continually strive for supremacy. These patterns within 
the overall tapestry were woven by events in prehistoric times—by 
climatic changes, the uplifting of mountain ranges and the advance 
and retreat of glaciers. Then came man, with fire and ax. 

Today farms and secondary growth occupy most of the realm once 
blanketed by the mightiest deciduous forest in the world. Out of 
400,000 square miles of primeval woods that greeted the incredulous 
eyes of the first Europeans, only 1,600 square miles now remain in 
unspoiled state. One such tract survives barely 50 miles from New 
York City on the rolling piedmont of New Jersey. It is known as Met- 
tler’s Woods, and it is this small (65 acres) but truly virgin forest 
that the pictures on the following pages disclose. The trees and plant 
life it harbors represent an unbroken succession dating back to the 
end of the ice ages when deciduous trees reconquered the land in the 
wake of the last glacier. Its preservation in primeval state derives 
from the fact that one family has maintained continuous ownership 
since 1701, consistently refusing, generation after generation, to al- 
low it to be cut for timber, cleared for farming or scarred by fire. 

‘As in every forest, the green colonnades of Mettler’s Woods 
ascend in several tiers or galleries to the forest roof. The canopy 
trees, which average 75 feet in height, are the oaks and hickories, 
reinforced here and there with an occasional beech, sugar maple or 
ash, Midway between the upper canopy and the forest floor extends 
a complete understory of flowering dogwood, which in spring suffuses 
the forest aisles with hovering clouds of white bloom. Far below lies 
the shrub layer, ruled by maple-leafed viburnum, interspersed with 
spicebush, black haw and arrowwood. Clinging to the floor, stippling 
the red-brown soil with changing colors, are the woodland herbs— 
May apple, spring beauty, violet, anemone and a bright galaxy of 
others. On these four stages the pageantry of the seasons is annually 
revealed—a recurring miracle that moved the 18th Century English 
poet James Thomson to declare in his “A Hymn on the Seasons”: 

These, as they change, Almighty Father, these 
Are but the varied God. The rolling year

THE FOREST DWELLERS 


R the many shy animals that inhabit the woods, spring is a time 
of domestic enterprise. Awakening in their underground dormito-

But summer is not totally a time of triumph and abundance. For 
in the sultry silences of noon and night's breathless blackness, forces 
of destruction begin their quiet work. “There is something of summer 
in the hum of insects,” wrote Landor. Now on a billion pendant 
leaves voracious mouths bite lacy filigrees. Gall blisters disfigure 
the oak, beetles infest the elm. And with the urge of insects 
comes the ruthless summer drought, searing and scything the foliage. 
Long before the nights grow cool the canopy begins to thin, admit- 
ting with the intense starlight premonitions of the brevity of life. 
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THE GLOW OF SUMMER pervades the heart of the forest on a windy day. At 
the foot of the oaks and dogwoods the leaves of the spicebush and viburnum 
tremble in the warm breeze, while overhead the treetops glitter in dancing light.

THE LIVING SOIL 


SP in summer the byways of the woods are silent, sunk in 
D golden calm. Yet all about, invisible hordes of living things 
abound in numbers inconceivable to man. These are the popula- 
tions of the forest floor, the lovers of decay. Devouring blighted 

‘etation, riddling the heartwood of fallen trees, they labor side 
by side with fungi and bacteria (above) in the never-ending proc- 

es of decomposition and rehabilitation of the soil. 

Prime agents in this work are the termites, which tunnel tire- 

very fallen tree to devour the dead wood that provides 
their whole food supply. The wood roach passes its entire life be- 
neath the bark of rotting trees eating wood. The acrobat ant and 
the agile springtail both nest under bark. Other scavengers of the 
forest floor include the sow bug, mite, grouse locust, snail, slugs, 
nematodes and millipedes. Most important to soil structure are the 
earthworms whose underground operations help aerate and mix the 
soil, expediting drainage and root growth. Besides the excavators a 
number of flying insects hover close to the floor, among them the 
blue butterfly, moth fly, syrphus fly, crane fly and fungus gnat. 
Many, like the greenhead fly, firefly and fire-colored beetle, lay 
their eggs in the soil, so that when the larvae hatch they become 
temporary residents of the underworld. Of these transients the 
most chronic is the cicada, which lingers below ground 17 years in 
maturation from nymph to adult. 

As in every habitat of nature the presence of life draws predators.

THE FIRES OF AUTUMN 


N mid-September, as the sun dips toward the south and shadows 
lengthen, a sense of vague disquiet overhangs the woods. The 
soft-dying days are still bland, but there is melancholy in the slanting 
lights of afternoon, and in the evenings streamers of mist gather 
above the stream bed. Outwardly the woods ve 
throughout their quiet chambers all life seems poised, entranc 
upon the brink of some immense but unforeseeable event. 

All summer long the trees have continued to manufactu 
chlorophyll.

One by one the trees turn, not so much through the addition of dyes 
as by the unmasking of colors that were always there. Slowly at first, 
then swiftly during the brilliant days of October, the blaze of autumn 
races through the woods, enkindling the scarlet conflagration of the 
maples and transfiguring the beeches and hickories in aureoles of 
golden fire. Each leaf prepares to fall by forming at the base of its 
stem a separation layer of thin-walled cells so fragile that they will 
part at the touch of a breeze or raindrop. A few at a time, then in 
fluttering myriads, the leaves detach themselves and spin like snow- 
flakes down to the bright mosaic on the forest floor. 

During these golden days in the evening of the year the forest ani- 
mals prepare for the austere times ahead by growing winter coats and 
putting on fat.

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OF TIME AND THE FOREST 


EASON after season, century after century, the unending se- 
quence of events in the temperate woodlands is recapitulated 
with magical precision. For all their proximity, these annual occur- 
rences embody mysteries no less profound than those that en- 
shroud the remoter domains of nature. Scientists have only begun 
to explore the complex mechanisms underlying such phenomena 
as the staining of the leaves in autumn and the migration of birds. 
Although the behavior patterns of animals and the growth of plants 
the world over are conditioned by many environmental factors 
—temperature, rainfall, winds—the temperate forests are espe- 
cially influenced by one element: the changing length of the day 
The agency called photoperiodism—the response of living things 
to the ratio of light and darkness in the day—appears to regulate 
such varied affairs as the reproductive cycles of animals and birds, 
their regular changes of fur and plumage, and the variant flower- 
ing of long-day plants (blooming only in summer) and short-day 
plants (blooming only in spring or fall). 

Above and beyond these brief, visible cycles, there are longer 
pulsations of nature that govern the entire course of life in a given 
domain. Within this larger perspective Mettler’s Woods stands as 
a “climax” forest community, which means that it has approached 
a state of equilibrium with its environment, perpetuating itself 
year after year essentially without change, secure against the in- 
vasions of all other forest types that might seek to displace it. But 
intermittently tropical storms roar up out of the Caribbean and, 
sweeping inland, shake the crowns of the great trees. In the au- 
tumn of 1950 one such storm felled scattered trees within the 
woods and thereby prepared the way for a greater threat that con- 
fronts the forest today. Until this occasion the Mettler family 
had allowed toppled trees to lie where they fell, there to decom- 
pose and replenish the soil by natural processes. But the 1950 dam- 
age was so severe that the present owner, Thomas Mettler, asked a 
lumber company to salvage the fallen trees. Long covetous of the 
virgin timber, they offered Mr. Mettler $85,000 for the entire 
tract. Reluctant to sell, the owner hesitated both for reasons of 
family tradition, and because for the last two decades the science 
departments of nearby Rutgers University had utilized the woods 
as an outdoor laboratory. As a consequence, the Citizens Scientific

THE WOODS OF HOME cowrinueo 


and Historical Committee for the Preservation of Mettler’s Woods 
was formed in New Brunswick, N.J. to buy the land and place it 
under the trusteeship of Rutgers. Mr. Mettler announced that he 
would sell the woods to the committee for $75,000. To date only 
$46,000 has been raised. 

In view of the existing threat, the question has arisen as to how 
long nature might take to recreate Mettler’s Woods were they now 
despoiled and converted to cropland. A recent Rutgers study has 
forecast the probable sequence of events. In the first year follow- 
ing the abandonment of the broken soil, the open spaces will be 
invaded by weed plants, chiefly ragweed and evening primrose, 
along with other native annuals and nonindigenous flora. In the 
second year the first perennial herbs will establish themselves, 
choking out the annuals, and goldenrod will assume a dominance 
it will maintain for 15 years, In the fifth year the various herbs 
will reach their peak; wild aster will join the goldenrod as a domi- 
nant. Now the woody plants—bayberry, dogwood, viburnum and 
cherry seedlings—begin to take over. Red cedars crowd in; they 
will rule the land for the next six decades, In the 10th year the 
cedars will be more than three feet high. In the 15th year they will 
be eight feet high, intermixed with elm, red maple and apple seed- 
lings. At this phase the woods will present an open, parklike as- 
pect, with many small trees rising above the goldenrod, dewberry, 
sedges, asters and the omnipresent poison ivy. 
ty years or more after the clearing of the land the red cedars 
will have reached their climax. But this is a time of transition. For 
among the crowding cedars, the first seedlings of the original domi- 
nants are again struggling upward toward the light. The stage is set 
now for the long and gradual transformation of the ravaged land 
into a new deciduous forest. More than six decades have passed 
since oak and hickories last flourished here. The long delay in 
their reappearance derives from the fact that their seeds are not 

it isseminated but transported by squirrels and chipmunks 
h seldom venture far from the sanctuary of standing trees. 
Another four decades must elapse before the oaks and hickories 
can wrest dominance from the cedars and another 100 years after 
that before they become firmly re-established, Yet even this total 
interval of two centuries is but a prelude. For another 200 years 
must pass hefore the growing trees attain the stature of the giants 
that stand in Mettler’s Woods today, No less than four full cen- 
turies are required for the creation of a climax forest of this kind. 
It is for such considerations that the scientists at Rutgers and 
other lovers of great trees are seeking now to preserve this unique 
vestige of the mighty forest that once blanketed vast areas of the 
continent. In their efforts lies more than an aversion to destroy- 
ing an irreplaceable heritage of scientific and historical value. 
Since man’s esthetic sense first awakened to the beauty of his 
natural environment, he has found solace and serenity in the calm 
cloisters of shady woods. In ancient Greece the oak was the tree 
of Zeus. Today, when modern man seeks escape from the stresses 
of his industrial civilization he still turns for sanctuary to the 
shade of tall trees, for as Wordsworth wrote: 


One impulse from a vernal wood 
May teach you more of man, 

Of moral evil and of good 

Than all the ages can.

HOLDS OUT ITS HAND TO A NEGRO CATHOLIC FROM NIGERIA 
by ROBERT WALLACE 


URPRISINGLY, there were about 50 people on hand to meet the 

plane at Knoxville. It was an unearthly hour, 3 o’elock in the 
morning on Oct. A terrific rainstorm had just flailed across the 
countryside, beating flat the drought-browned grass. And the airport 
is inaccessible, a long way out of town. But still the people were 
there. Some of them of course were passengers for points still farther 
south, Birmingham or New Orleans. Among these was a man who 
had fought a professional wrestling match in Knoxville earlier that 
night, a short man with incredibly wide shoulders and curly black hair 
that spilled over his coat collar and part way down his His 
was Baron Michele Leone and according to his TV billing he w: 
ior heavyweight champion of the world. There were a half-dozen 
photographers and reporters in the crowd, stationed around the gate 
where Baron Leone would board the plane. 

In the four-engined airliner there were 37 people, 36 of whom were 
white. They began to disembark, some to remain in Knoxville and 
others simply to stretch their legs for a few minutes. The young col- 
ored man stood aside, quietly watching the whites file past him, out 
the door and down the aluminum staircase. These passengers, and the 
others who were waiting on the ground to get on board, glanced curi- 
ously at the photographers and reporters. After a while they spotted 
Leone and recognized him, having seen him many times on tele 


and put two and two together. Must be here to take Leone’s picture. 
Must be, when he gets on the plane. 

Finally everyone had left the plane except the young colored man. 
He came out and stood blinking at the top of the aluminum staircase 
in the glare of two big loodlights that had been turned on by a televi- 
sion cameraman. The photographers simultaneously raised their cam- 
eras and started banging away at him. 

“Well, what the hell?” somebody said. “Who's that nigger?” 

The young colored man was named Geoffrey Baba Ie Onuoha. He 
was not merely a little bit colored: he was absolutely black, almost 
iridescent. He had just completed a 7,500-mile journey by air from 
Lagos, Nigeria, British West Africa. He was 22 years old and a Catho- 
lic. He was headed for a rural community about 30 miles north of 
Knoxville where no Catholic lived and where the last Negro resident 
had been a slave who died shortly after the War between the States. 

There were a dozen white people waiting to greet Onuoha. None 
had ever seen him before and none could pronounce his name. (A 
close approximation is Or-new-ah.) These were country people, up 
many hours past their bedtime and a long way from home. One 
of them, a quiet, thoughtful 40-year-old man named John Miller 
Clark, had brought his wife and three sons. The youngest was 7 
and could scarcely keep his eyes open.

schoolteacher, Mrs. Clint Cockrum, and a tall 25-year-old Method- 
ist minister named Bob Powers, sick and uncomfortable with a 
heavy cold he had caught while going about his duties in the hills 
on a motor scooter. They all shook hands with Onuoha. After a 
while two of the boys picked up Onuoha’s suitcases and carried 
them to a waiting automobile, * “Look,” one of the photographers 
said. “Just look at that.” Onuoha got into the car with the Clar! 
he would sleep that night in their house. 

Cherokee, Tenn. cannot be found on most maps because it is 
not a town. It is only a place, an area of about 8 square miles in 
Grainger County inhabited by 143 families numbering 620 people. 
People who live in Gheaphed have their mail addressed to Rutledge, 
Tenn., population 750. The nearest town of any size is Jefferson 
City, population : 500. The people are mostly of English, Irish 
and Scotch descent; among the names on the mailboxes are Bridge- 
water, Roach, Wright, Combs, Hicks, Needham, Whitt, Greenlee, 
Keeney, Gray, Byrd, McDaniel and Duck. There are a few whose 
were Swiss, named Heim. Almost three quarters of them 
are Baptists; the rest are Methodists. Half are full-time farmers. A 
whopping big farm in Cherokee is 200 acres; most are 15 or 20. The 
money crop is Burley tobacco, which is grown in one- and two- 
acre plots and isa real backbreaker—"You worry about it 13 
months a year.” Those who are not full-time farmers work for the 
Tennessee Valley Authority or in a rayon mill several miles away 
or in the local zinc mines, doing some farming on the side. 

The land is not mountainous, but hilly, and the earth is red. 
The il was once a lot deeper than it now is. Here and there 
it has washed completely off the hills, exposing bare ribs of whitish 
rock, but in recent years erosion has been largely checked. The 
most important object in the neighborhood is the Cherokee Dam 
on the Holston River, a small one compared to the huge Norris 
or Kentucky dams but still a substantial unit in the TVA network. 
It was because of the dam, or rather because of TVA, that Onuoha 
came to Cherokee. 

In 1952 the U.S. Information Service, then a subdivision of the 
State Department, published a pamphlet called TVA, The Rebirth 
of a River Valley, which was distributed in various languages 
around the world. Part of it concerned Cherokee, which was sin- 

gled out as a typical community in the TVA region, At the time 
john Miller Clark was chairman of the Community Improvement 
Program, and he and his neighbors were pleased to see his name 
mentioned in the pamphlet. So, it turned out, was Geoffrey B. I. 
Onuoha, into whose hands a copy of the pamphlet fell a year ago.

Mr. Clark, who figured out that a new secondary school leaver 
was a recent high s . favored Onuoha with an early 
ponse, Mr. Clark alse 1oha not one but several pen- 
iends, including his oldest son Tom, his sister, Mrs. Clint 
rum the schoolteacher, and a neighbor's daughter, Joan Heim. 
Thereupon began a brisk correspondence in which it emerged that 
Onuoha was a clerk in a postal telegraph office in Lagos, that he 
had been educated in a Catholic school, that his father was a poor 
village farmer who had had very little education, and that Onuoha 
himself was anxious to go to coll but lacked moni Tama 
little older than you are, Joan,” Onuoha wrote to Miss Heim, “and 
I shall be 22 on Dee. this year (1953). I am 5 feet 6 inches 
tall. I am dark in complexion with black hair. I have three broth- 
ers and a sister and my mother is still young. I am the first of 
my parents’ five children. The second, by name Polycarp, is in a 
technical school, the third, Ferdinand, is in the elementary school, 
the fourth, Caroline, the only girl, has just started school while 
the youngest, Lambert, is with my mother at home.” 

Almost immediately Onuoha made it known that he would like 
to come to the U.S. for an education. Last Dec. 26 he wrote to the 
Clark family, saying, “I hope that you all had the best of the 
Christmas enjoyment during the period. On the Chi 
attended a party where there was a luxurious service of deli 
foods and drinks. On the Christmas day dances and merriments 
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SAMPLING TOBACCO, Onuoha thoughtfully sniffs partly cured leaf proffered 
by James Hammer, new president of the Cherokee Improvement Committee. 
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were continued. There were buntings and fireworks. I shall be 
very grateful if you could help me to negotiate an arrangement for 
some interested personalities or the Cherokee Community to help 
me finance my first year’s expenses at a university. . . . [I shall be 
prepared to sign a bond to pay them back all their expenses or to 
serve them for some time after my course if so required. . . .”” 

‘The idea was not Cherokee’s. It was Onuoha’s but Cherokee 
was willing. 

At a distance of thausands of miles it is easy to think that all 
American communities are rich. Mrs. Cockrum set out gently to 
explain the situation. “Some people come to America expecting 
it to be Heaven on earth, which it is not,” she wrote to Onuoha 
“We are proud of our country and our way of life, but evil 
exists here as it does all over the world. Few people in 
our community are rich or have money in any great amount. At 
the same time privileges are extended to all, to advance as far as 
possible. . . . So we are just common average people, all working 
at something for a living, and not ashamed of work.” 

This was quite accurate. Five years ago, although they live in 
the shadow of an 120,000-kilowatt hydroelectric ‘plant, only 31 
of the 143 families in Cherokee had electricity. There were no bath- 
rooms in the entire community. The ancient, dilapidated school- 
house had been condemned for years but was still in use and 
overcrowded. The earth of the farms was exhausted by generations 
of row-cropping: with every rainstorm more topsoil slid down 
the hills into the creeks and on into the Tennessee. Log cabins 

as they still are—commonplace; several families lived in 
nal chinked log houses built by their forebears in the 
1790s. The whole community was sleepy, shabby and seeming- 
ly exhausted, one more place like Dead Mine Bend or Poorland 
Valley or Long Hungry Greek that ean be found throughout the 
region. But suddenly in 1949 Cherokee became involved in the 
rural Tennessee Community Improvement Program, the very name 
of which may draw an amused snort from the bored city slicker. 
The program is sponsored jointly by civic and business groups 
throughout the state, who put up money for cash prizes, and by 
the Agricultural Extension Service of the University of Tennes- 
see. In substance it is an annual lifting-by-own-bootstrap contest 
in which some 700 country communities compete, with awards 
totaling several thousand dollars being split among the top-ranking 
communities at year’s end. 

Cherokee began to improve itself on a modest level—a handful 
of Boy Scouts worked up and down the roads, straightened up all 
the mailboxes, painted them and neatly stenciled the names of 
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the residents on them, The psychological effect of this, however, 
was quick and brisk. The residents suddenly took greater interest 
in their homes, now that they were conspicuously labeled, and 
began to renovate them inside and out. In 1949 Cherokee placed 
third in the i improvement contest, in 1950 it was second and in 
1951 it won. In the three-year period Cherokee’s 143 families 
built 11 new homes and remodeled 70. They built 17 new barns, 
remodeled 59, Running water was installed by 48 families, elec- 
tricity by all, bathrooms by 30. More than 12,000 rods of new 
fence was put up and 130 gates hung. The varieties of fresh veg- 
etables grown in local gardens rose from an average of 10 to 19. 
‘A new Methodist church was built. A contractor estimated that 
it would cost $35,000; the community contributed free labor and 
did it for $16,000. A community center was built—for nothing. 
For a time members of the improvement committee kept track of 
the free manhours residents gave to the building of the center but 
gave up after 10,000. The county agreed to build a new school if 
the residents would remove the old one; they worked 24 hours 
a day and tore it down within two weeks. 
Mrs. Cockrum observed, the community was not ashamed 
of work. It was not only willing to raise money to help Onuoha 
but to back him up in every way it could, A group of citizens wrote 
a To-whom-it-may-concern letter to U.S. immigration officials, 
saying that if the young Nigerian were permitted to enter the 
country they would personally see that all went well with him. 
‘They also approached the president and the dean of Morristown 
Normal and Industrial College, about 21 miles north of Cherokee, 
and persuaded them to accept Onuoha as a student and to give 
him some financial help. Morristown is a 73-year-old junior college 
and high school for Negroes maintained by the Methodist Church. 
It has 350 students and, like most small Negro colleges, is so poor 
that the $100 it guaranteed to Onuoha represented a real sacrifice. 


The problem of prejudice 
eee arranged to get him into the U.S. and for the be; 
al 


ning of his college education, the Cherokeeans were worried 
bout one more thing. Would Onuoha be prejudiced against them? 
Mrs. Cockrum broached the subject: “We hope you will come to 
us with an open mind,” she wrote to him, “and no prejudice 
against Protestant people. We promise not to overinfluence you 
in any way. 

To this he replies - [have not the slightest discrimination 
in me. I believe in oa gious toleration and I firmly believe that true 
Christianity depends on good living and in one’s attitude toward 
his fellowmen. W e are all adoring the same and only one God. The 
only difference is in the methods any one denomination adopts to 
serve God ... I shall approach you all with open mind. ...” 

Early on the evening of Onuoha’s arrival, before starting the 
40-mile drive to the airport, the Cherokeeans had a community 
supper in their new schestiees and then adjourned to their 
new community house for a meeting. There was a short prayer 
and a hymn, the voices of some 40 adults and children raised in 
the Tennessee drawl that adds two or three extra syllables to 
“down” and 

The light in the mee dim. On a small table in 
front of the group there were five unlighted candles, one larger 
than the others. ‘The big one was white, the four small ones red, 
yellow, black and white. 

Mrs. Cockrum arose from a seat in the front row and turned 
around to face the others. She was twisting something in her 
fingers. Suddenly a match flamed in her hand and she leaned over 
and lighted the big candle. ‘This is the light of Christ,” she said. 

“Tt shines over everything else.” 

There was a silence. Then a single voice somewhere in the 
group loudly hummed a few bars of a hymn, after which a small 
boy got up, walked to the table and lighted one of the little candles. 

The yellow candle is for the yellow races of the world,” Mrs. 
Cockrum said. “It is our duty to spread the word of Christ to the 
yellow races.” The hymn hummer’s voice rose again, Then another 
small boy went to the table and lighted another candle. “All the 
races of the world are equal under Christ,” Mrs. Cockrum said. 
“The yellow and the red and the black and white. We are all the 
children of God.” 

Mrs. Cockrum was leading up to another hymn. She wanted the 
little boys, the candlelighters, to sing it. 

Jesus loves the little children, 
All the children of the world. 
Red and yellow, black and white, 
They are precious in His sight. 
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N METHODIST CHURCH in Cherokee, Onuoha thanked congregation for 
elping, said he thought the practice, not the name, of religion was important. 
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However, only two of the four little boys knew it and so Mrs 
fockrum gave up. The meeting broke up at 10 o'clock. The 
eople who were going to the airport went home to get some 
est. At midnight they got into their cars and began the long 
rive to Knoxvill 

It was nearly 5 in the morning when John Miller Clark and his 
amily got back home with Anuoha. They went to bed almost at 
nce; they were too tired to talk and anyway they had a small prob- 
em in communication. Tennesseans speak like Tennessean: 
Inuoha’s accent is clipped and British and his locutions are elab- 
rate. Moreover he speaks in an extremely soft, low voice. For 
while it was nothing but “What?” and “How's that?” and “B 
ardon?” and then everyone quit. 

Tt was much better in the morning. Onuoha arose at noon and 
ppeared in a pair of alligator loafers and a brilliant blue-and-silver 
obe, his native costume, which he called an Agwada. This was 
omewhat of a surprise since he had arrived in an ordinary suit, 
hirt and necktie. He figured, correctly as it turned out, that this 
vould please the residents of Cherokee. They had agreed to take 
n.a Nigerian and they damned well wanted to see what a Nigerian 
joked like. (One of them later remarked, not in prejudice but in 
andor, “In that getup he can go anywhere in the South and be a 
iigerian. But what is he when he takes it off?”’) 

Those are nice shoes,” somebody said, eying Onuoha’s alli- 
ator loafers. 

"Yes, sir,” he replied. Made in England.” 

“Have you ever seen a television?” 

Onuoha had not. Someone turned on the set in Mr. Clark’s 

louse. The screen turned bright gray, flickered with horizontal 

lack bars, and then suddenly a sharp picture emerged: Mike, 

rhe Big Bear, Garcia of the ( weland ediana getting whacked 
the New York Giants.

‘antastic,” he said. “Incredible.” 

After lunch John Miller Clark took Onuoha on a tour of the 

mmunity, stopping first at the big farm of his neighbor Fritz 
leim. Heim was disking the field from which he had recently har- 

lested his tobacco. He glanced down from his tractor seat and saw 

Pauoha approaching across the ruts, his brilliant robe flapping in 

e breeze, the sunlight flashing on it and on the cloth hat of 
atching blue and silver. Heim never turned a hair. “I'm pleased 
meet you,” he said, and shook Onuoha’s hand. 

Heim’s robust 74-year-old father Ulrich, and an old friend named 
hn Cate who is 79, came out of the house to see the visitor. 
th Mr. Heim and Mr. Cate are Spanish-American War veterans; 
ir. Cate lost his right arm in Cuba. They stood together on the 

¢ of a group surrounding Onuoha. After a while Mr. Cate said, 

Pye speak English?” 

Onuoha’s attention was elsewhere and he did not hear. 

“Dye speak English?” Mr. Cate said. 

Onuoha still did not hear him. 

“I wonder if he speaks English,” Mr. Cate said to Mr. Heim. 
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Then he turned to Onuoha again and said loudly, “What d’ye 
think of the United States?” 

Onuoha heard that. “I am tremendously impressed,” he said in 
his soft British voice. Mr. Heim and Mr. Cate beamed. “That's 
good,” Mr. Cate “Ye'll like the people better after ye’ve been 
around for a whil 

Cherokee has a party-line phone system, The word went around 
that Onuoha would be at the community house in midafternoon 
and a crowd showed up to see him. He had brought with him, as a 
gift to the community, a carved ebony elephant about 8 inches 
high. During a silence he handed it to Fritz Heim, saying, “This 
small gift is a token of appreciation to the people of the Cherokee 
community for all they have done. This is the most wonderful 
experience of my life.” Heim solemnly accepted the elephant and 
put it on the mantelpiece. 

On his second day in Cherokee, Sunday, Onuoha was taken by 
John Miller Clark to both the Methodist and Baptist churches. 
(There is no Catholic church in the neighborhood; the nearest is 
in Knoxville.) In each church Onuoha spoke briefly. He thanked 
the people and made some remarks about religious tolerance. He 
also took the trouble to ease people’s minds about race prejudice; 
everyone had wondered how much he knew and how much he 
would have to be told, a chore no one wanted. (“Did you study 
American history in Nigeria?” “Yes, but not in detail.”) It turned 
out that Onuoha knew all about race prejudice and was prepared 
to meet it as well as he could. 

On Sunday afternoon, having put on his suit, shirt and tie again, 
Onuoha went with the Clarks te Morristown College 21 miles away. 
The president, Dr. H. L. Dickason, and the dean, Mr. Paul A. 
Edwards, escorted Onuoha around the small campus. The place is 
neat, clean, proud and broke. Tuition per semester is $54 and the 
medical fee is $3. Among the prizes, scholarships and awards avail- 
able to the students are the Brownlow Prize—""Mrs. E. M, Brown- 
low Smith gives an award of $5 in memory of her daughter, Miss 
Jemimah Henrietta Brownlow, to that young lady in the graduat- 
ing class who best represents the ideals of the college” "—and the 
Slusher Music Prize—Mr. Robert Slusher, a senior at King Col- 
lege in Bristol, Tenn., offers a cash award of $10 to go to the stu- 
dent who has contributed most to the spirit of the school and to 
the warming of the hearts of his fellow man through the medium 
of music.” (On Oct. 8, in Hackensack, N.J., the will of a Miss 
Lucine L, Lorrimer was probated. She left $250,000 to her pet 
dogs, cats, birds, goats an chickens.) 

There was some talk about what Onuoha would like eventually 
to do after he gets his college education, and he said he thought 
he would like to go on to become a doctor and return to practice 
in Nigeria, although he admitted that this was an overleaping am- 
bition. The Clarks could see that he was anxious to unpack his 
suite get his books and start working—the college hal pe ened, 

on Sept. 6 and he had nearly a month’s study to make up. So they 
told him that they would keep in constant touch with him and 
that the whole community would watch his progress with real it 
terest. When he needed help, he was to say so. Then they said 
goodby and went back to Cherokee.
